PERMANENT CENTRES AND 
STOUTS 

Seven permanent hubs were Fet in 
concrete on the CL, of the bridge, a 
permanent sisht being fixed over one 
of the centres, about half a mile from 
the bridge, on the hilltop.

Intermediate points wire plared 
along the base a,t about 99 feet In- 
tervals, consisting of 2" x 4" soantling 
about 4 feet long, driven half this 
length into the ground ajid firmly 
braced.

FOUNDATIONS. 

Test borings were carried oui by the 
Foundation Company "t Montreal. 
Waah borings extended down to fa ft. 
In some cases, where bed rock was en- 
countered. The bed of Ihe river was 
fine gravel from 10 to 20 feet, followed i 4 ."*" 1 "* 
by a layer nf sand from 0 to ZO feet, 
and then a "very tine clayey wind and 
silt, firm when not disturbed by a wat- 
er Jet." When this material was ex- 
cavated tt was found to be a stiff 
blue clay, which Immediately disin- 
tegrated when exposed to the air. 

Soundings were taken from a canoe, 
and in some cases by iitlacliing a lead 
line t« the orange peel bucket. They 
were located by ta pings from a tem- 
porary bridge. A five pound weight 
only was used In a five mile current. 

FOUNDATIONS OF PIERS 
Piles were driven In gravel and stiff 
clay.

EXCAVATION. 
At the east abutment, cofferdam 
piles were driven Inside Ihe net lines 
of ihe foundations, and two s«ts of 
wales bolted to thetn, about five feet 
apart vertically. These were both "In- 
side wales." An "outside wale" was 
carried on the same bolts as the up- 
per Inside wale and spaced 4 1-2" from 
It. Wage-field shed piling 2'6 feet 
long and made of 3" x 12" spruce was 
used. Tht- cofferdam was constructed 
around the entire abutment and driven 
about 7 feel. Exoavation was carried 
on by hand, the water being lakcn 
CHre of by ceudifugal pumps. When 
the flou, of water became too great 
lor tin- pumps to handle the coffer- 
dam waa divided Into compartments. 

The gravel had to be loosened before 
the sheeting could be driven In, and 
then only for a foot or two. Excnva-

tance and the process repeated. The 
points of the sheeting became broomed, 
and wash borings showed nothing but 
gravel within the limits of the founda- 
tions.

CONCRETE 
The depth of the footings in the 
main channel varied from 8 to 11 feet 
of concrete.

Montreal. P.Q.— The attendance at 
McGill University has almost doubled 
In the last 20 years, and It has hroad» 
ened Its activities In Sfveral directions 
to keep pace with present-day demands 
made by the community it is intended 
to serve Besides the ordinary facul- 
ties of arts, law, medicine and applied 
science, which are generally associat- 
ed with « university of the flret class, 
McGill now has schools of agriculture, 

household science and training for 
teaohers. as well as s department of 
music and a school of commerce 

In 1593 -4 the torta.l attendance In all 
faculties was 1041, while In 1915-14 It 
was 157.Ï for the same faculties and In 
addition 455 for Maedonald College, 
making a total attendance of more 
than 2000 students. The staff haa 
grown proportionately. The principal 
Increase haa been In the faculty of ap- 
plied science, which, under the care of 
Sir William MacDonald. has develop- 
ed rapidly; It began In 187S with 30 
students and now haj more than 500 
registered. 

PRIVATE ENDOWMENT. 

• Like many of the greater universi- 
ties and Colleges. MrGIIl originated In 
a private endowment. In this respect 
It Is almost unique among the colleges 
of Canada The founder, James Mc- 
Gill, was a native of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, and received his early education 

and training there. Emigrating to 
Canada he settled In Montreal, then 
a city of not more than 9000 Inhabit- 
ants, engaging chiefly In the north- 
west fur trade. In 1511 he bequeathed 
to the board of the Royal Institution 
his property known ss Burnslde place, 
valued at £ HO, 000, with a further en- 
dowment of £10,000 In cash to found a 
college to be known as McGill College 
in the contemplated provincial uni- 
versity. This provincial university 
never waa established, because of the 
persistent opposition of the French 
majority In the province. 

The first evidence rjf the govern- 
ment's Intention to found a sjstem 
or general non-denominational educa- 
tion In Quebec waa shown when In 
IR02 they passed an Act to establish 
"The Board of Royal Institution for 
the Advancement of Learning." On 
account of the persistent opposition 
of the Frenoh pwtlo* of the popula- 
tion to any sy«tem of governmental 
education and the apathy of some 
members of the council, the board 
was not appointed, nor as a matter 
of cours* were the libera! grants of 
land and money for educational pur- 
pose* which It had been promised 
would be plae-ed at their disposal, 
given 

OPPOSITION TO EDUCATION. 
So matters remained until 1511 when 



Mr McGill. who had experience of the 
benefits flowing from s generous pro- 
vision for education on the part of the 
government in his native country, 
made the provision In his wdll already 
referred to, partly in the hope that It 
might fe>ree Ihe reluctant or tardy 
hands of the members of the govern- 
ment to action, but chiefly with a view 
to making some provision for higher 
education however small It might ap- 
pear In comparison with the great 
needs of the English-speaking portion 
of the province. The effect hoped 
for was not produced, but (as Is gen- 
erally the easel the founder budded 
more wisely than h« knew, for when 
he passed away in 181,1 the Hoya,! In- 
stitution, which by (he way had now 
no other duty to perform than the es- 
tablishment of McGill College, prepared 
to take possession of the estate. Liti- 
gation regarding the will, however, 
prevented them from being able to 
apply the property to its Intended 
purposes until 1829. notwithstanding 
that a charter had been obtained eight 
years previously. The history of the 
university for the next 23 years Is one 
of disappointment, financial embar- 
rassment and doubtful progress. In- 
deed, at the end of this time It might 
be said to have been nearly extinct ex- 
cept for Its medical faculty, chiefly 
due to the fact that there was not suf- 
flcionf Income even to Kiistain the 
scanty staff which It then had.

ing, both built and equipped by Sir 
William Macdonald. who may truly he 
called The Father of the Faculty of 
Applied Science" The chemistry and 
mining building was officially opened 
In 1898. another gift from Fir William 
Macdonald. The Royal Victoria Col- 
lege (the women's college of McGill 
University*, built and endowed by 
Lord Strathcona, was officially opened 
In 1899 I -iter additions Include Ihe 
McGill Union, th» centre of student 
social life and activities, another of 
Sir William Maedonald's great gifts; 
Strathcona Hall, the home of the Mc- 
Gill Y.M.C.A., towards the erection of 
which Lord Strathcona was Hie prin- 
cipal contributor; the Conserva tedium 
of Music, another donation from Lord 
Strathcona: and the new medical build- 
ing. A word as to the last named. 



on April 15. 1907, the original medical 
building was partlauy destroyed by 
■fire, and a new structure was erected 
on a new site given by Lord Strath- 
cona, who gave also suifflclent money 
to erect the new home of the medical 
faculty. In 1907 the engineering build- 
ing, which hsd been opened In 1898, 
was also destroyed by fire The new 
structure erected on the same site is 
much larger a.nd more commodious 
than the old.

STUDENT BODY 
GOVERNMENT AT 
SCHOOL SUCCESS 

Hollywood Activities in Los An- 
geles are Regulated by Board 
of 18, All Students 



Loe Angeles, Cal.— Almost midway 
between the old form of faculty govern- 
ment and the new system of student 
control, the Mudent body government 
at Hollywood High School lias proved 
a success. It limits its attention to 
the regulation of all activities and 
dominates the membership of 1,200 by 
courtesy and restraint In place of ma- 
chinery or apparatus. 

Included In the activities are ath- 
letics, entertainments, debniting and 
the book exchange. Under the check 
of an auditor the government board 
has complete control of these, handling 
all finances. To show tho ev;ent of 
the work it is slated that ia.-t year 
the treasurer of the board of control 
I handled $13,000. 

With their object to promote the 
general welfare of the High School," 
the Ftudents organize themselves Into 
1 the Associated Student Body of the 
Hollywood High School. From the 
two highest classes yearly they elect 
their president and vice-president, 
choosing students with high scholar- 
whip and the ability of leadership. The 
business of the student body Is car- 
ried on by a boar of control, consist- 
ing of seven faculty members, chosen 
by the principal of tho high school, 
and It student members, elected by 
the students. Having thus elected 
their leaders and those competent to 
earn - on, with faculty advisers, the 
activities of the school, the students 
lend themselves with democratic zeal 
to the furthering of the Interests of 
the school. In the realization that earh 
Is an Important port of the whole. 

The office of student body president, 
while much sought after, is not nn 
easy one to fill. The president of the 
student body Is president of the board 
of control, and as such he presides 
over all meetings of the board, ap- 
points all committees and performs 
other, duties required by the board 
He presides over all the assemblies of 
the student body, called for the pur- 
pose of debate nnd athletic rallies. At 
these rallies programmes to arouse In- 
terest of the students as a whole, are 
arranged by the president and are mad* 
up of songs and yells and speeches 
by various active students. 

Ptudents look to him as their lend- 
er, and his straightforward talks, eith- 
er in approval or criticism, always 
have weight. The chief student body 
officer Is expected to keep in close 
touch with afl Ihe activities of the 
school. In ord< r that he may assist In 
the support of debate, athletics and 
dramatics. 

In electing their board members the 
students choose those most closely in 
touch with school activities. The board 
of control governs ail the school ac- 
tivities through Its committees and 
managers

Scientists here, especially those in- 
terested In Arctic exploration, express- 
ed keen Interest to-day in the report 
received by the American Museum of 
Natural History that Crocker Land 
ha-H either disappeared or has never 
existed, according to the findings of 
the expedition headed by Donald B. 
Macmlllan, which set out In July. 1913, 
to find the unexplored country. Hear- 
Admlral Peary believed he sighted 
Crocker Land In IDOfi. 

Press despatches received here from 
Washington last night quoted Admiral 
Peary as saying be desired to refrain 
from comment regarding the report 
from the MncMlllan expedition until 
he had read the full text of the letter 
which W. Elmer Ekblaw, geologist 
and botanist of the expedition, Wrote 
to Knud Uasmussen, the Danish ex- 
plorer, who notified the Museum of 
Natural History here. 

MISSION SUCCESSFUL. 

Edmund Otis Hovey, of the Museum, 
said last night that while the failure 
to find Crocker Land was a disap- 
pointment, the mission to the north 
was of sufficient geographical import- 
ance to be considered a recom- 
recelved here until next spring. 

The MacMlllan expedition, accord- 
ing to the news received last night, af- 
ter Journeying from Cape Thomas 
Hubtiard, 123 miles over the Polar Sea. 
from about which point Peary report- 
ed having sighted the country, was un- 
able tn see it and concluded that 
Crocker Land either does not exist or 
is not located where Peary thought it 
to be. MncMlllan reports that at first 
he thouirht he saw land, but this fin- 
ally proved to be n mirage. 

The news from MacMlllan, who was 
a member of Peary's successful expe- 
dition to the North Pole, renchéri her.' 
through Knud nasmussen, the Danish 
explorer. He reported that nil th' 
members of his party were well and
